The output 
of beer. is only 6 per cent, of the pre- 
war period.. Fodder is hard to procure, 
dnd there have been dangerous reduc- 
ions of livestock in cOnsequence: 

‘*As the Neue Freie Presse admitted 
last November, Vienna has been living 
from hand to mouth for almost two 
years, and this applies to other urban 
districts. \Numerous diseases due to 
bad food or starvation are increasingly | 
prevalent. The rise of mortality is 
only less alarming than the falling 
birth rate. Reduced capacity for work 
caused. by underfeeding is openly ad- 
mitted.. Tuberculosis is rampant at the 
front and in the rear.’ 

Moreover, the food shortage is having 
important political @ffects. It is making 
Austria eager to come to terms with the 
Ukraine, in the hope thereby of securing 
wheat from the Russian steppes, and is 
causing ill-feeling between the Austrians 
and Hungarians. 

There is little doubt that the- hopes 
of the Russian supplies will be disap- 
pointed on account of transportation 
difficulties. But the irritation between 
the two parts of the dual monarchy 
is likely to increase.. Hungary produces 
more food than Austria, and the latter 
thinks that both countries should share 
equally. The Hungarians would rather 
have enough to eat than satisfy their 
neighbor's theories, and awkward dis- 
putes have arisen, and are likely to 
continue. f i 

The’ Slav hations are alao growing 
more self-assertive, and.the Vienna 
Government has in the midst of its mil- 
itary and ecoriomic trials to face the 
possibility of.a breakdown ‘of its polit- 
ical form of government. 


GERMANS DISTORTED 
SPEECH OF CZERNIN 


He Did Not Call Belgium a Ger- 
man Possession — Promised 


Only to Defend Pre-War Status. 


cic 





-_LONDON, Feb. 5.—The most import- 
ant passage in the speech which Count 
Czernin, the Austro-jiungarian Foreign 
Minister, delivered before the Reichsrat 
on Jan. 24, which is now creat-ng a 
storm of anti-Austrian agitation in Ger- 
many and Bulgaria, was cleverly dis- 
torted so as to change its meaning in 
the version which the German Wolff 
Bureau permitted to-go to England and 
America. 

Referring to President Wilson’s pro- 
posals the Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister was quoted as saying: | 

““I think there is no harm ih etating 
tHat I regard the recent proposals of 
President Wilson as an appreciable ap- 
proach to the Austro-Hungarian point 


of view, and that to some of them 
Austria-Hungary joyfully could give 
her approval. But she must first lay 
down this principle, that in so far’as 
these propositions concern. her allies, 
whether in the case of Germany’s pos— 
session of Belgiuyn or in the case of 
Turkey—Austria-Hungary,- faithful to 
Lg! engagements to fight to the end 
in. defense of her allies, will defend.the 
possessions of her allies as she would 
her own. That is the standpoint of 
our allies, in regard to which there is 
perfect reciprecity.”’ 

The correct text of the vital part of 
this section of Count Czernin’s speech, 
as printed in the Vienna newspapers, 
tollows: 

‘‘So far as these propositions concern 
her allies, whether in the case of Ger- 
man possessions, Belgium, or Turkey, 
Austria-Hungary,, rfaithrul to her en- 

gements, will gto the extreme in de- 

ense of her allies.\.She will defend the 
pre-war possession. of her allies as she 
would her own.’ 

By removing the comma _ between 
“* German possessions.’”’ and ‘‘ Belgium ”’ 
and inserting’ the word ‘‘of,"’ and by 
‘dropping the important adjective ** pre- 
war,’’ Count Czernin was made to say 
that he would defend Germany’s posses- 
sion of Belgium, As a matter of fact, 
hé definitely dissociated Belgium from 
German possessions and declared that 
Austria would defend only the pre-war 
possessions of her allies. 

It is this declaration, obviously op- 
posed to the German militarist program 
and to Bulgaria’s avowed war aims, 
which is causing such a stir in Berlin 
and Sofia.

By diverting certain units 
to British ports, passing them through 
the British system, and finally trans- 
ferring them to General Pershing’s 
army, it, bas been urged that a consid- 
erable body ef men could be trained 
and put on the firing line who other- 
wise could not be sent forward for 
ronthg. 

The suggestion came from British of- 
ficials through General Pershing and is 
a development of the proposal made at 
the time ef the firat meeting of the War 
Couneil that American troops might be 
sent to England for training, releasing 
British forces there for front line duty, 
The object sought is to hasten the ex- 
pansion of the American army’ in 
France. - By the use of British shipping, 
training camps and supply lines it has 
been urged that General Pershing's 
ferce could be supplemented without a 
proportionate increase in the demand en 
shipping.

Dwelling upon the work of getting 
America rea after her entry in the 
| war, Senator adeworth said: 

“It is apparent that these last months 
might be properly defined as the forma- 
tive period of our efforts. This at 
American giant has been. stumbling 
-and groping, exerting his tremendous 
strength, without always knowing 
what he was doing or where he was 
going. Perforce, we haye had to ex- 
periment, and we have had to endure 
endless. conferences and_ references 
from one department to another, from 
one official to another. We have 
known some of the things. we have 
wanted to Go, and we have tried to do 
them. We have portant t some of. the 
things equally important that we ought 
to have done, and it has been nobody's 
ee to think of them. 

“We have had in Washington a large 
number of able advisers; many of them 
have thought of the things which have 
not yet .been done, but none of them 
have beeh clothed with power to do 
_them, and few or them have been able 
to find an agency of the Government 
where a decision could ‘be had and the 
work started. 

“] realize that some may contend that 
the President of the United States, the 
Commander im Chief of the Army and 
the Navy, the leader of the nation in 
bis war, can make all these decisions, 
and that there is, therefore, no need for 
any. additional element in our war-time 
machinery. My contention is that, be 
he ever so able, no President, no hurhan 
being, can perform_such a task. It. is 
utterly’ impossible for one man to ex- 
amine into all these intricate questions. 
The days and the nights are not long 
enough to permit of his doing such a 
thing. He carries, even in time of peace, 
a terrific burden, and to ask him to as- 
sume the task of studying and planning 
these tremendous, intricate, industrial, 
social, economic, and military undertak- 
ings is to ask the impossible, 

‘“‘In my judgment. the only way tv 
beat the German army is to put against 
it-a force so superior, not only in num- 
bers, esprit, and morale, but in artil- 
lery: an ali the equipments of war es 
to eventually crush it, and it is a long, 
hard road for us to travel oefore we 
reach that stage. We can do it, but we

“This would have permitted all of 
the mines in ‘the country to operate, 
some -.with large profits,’ others with 
small, profits,’’ said the Senator. ..‘‘ The 
matter seemed to have been settled, and 
the publfc rejoiced at the reduction from 
$5 or $6 a ton down to $38 a ton. Within 
a few hours, within a day or two, other

quate, eyen: for, existing needs. 

‘“IT want to repeat with .emphasis. 
We might as well stop now and decide 
on one or two things that have got 
to be done. This port ig not our port 
ai all. We are permitted to'uge it by 
the French Government. We should 
make it a.condition precedent to send- 
ing another ship to France that my 
port ‘be turned over to us, and what I 
say reflects the settled conviction of the 
men upon whose shoulders rests the re- 
sponsibility of making this war a suc- 
cess inthe field.’ 

“ This is very important, “indéed, and 
{ should like to know Whether the 
United States is at all responsible for 
the congestion prevailing at the French 
port,”’ said Mr. Moore of Pennsylvania. 

‘‘No, I think they have done ‘the 
best they could with a system that is 
‘wrong,"’ replied Mr.. Miller. “It is 
not°“half our fault: General Pershing 
has tried man. after man, trying to 
clear up and get. these supplies moving, 
ahd as man after man has tried he has 
been removed. General i, egg 3 gives 
a man one chance, and if he does not 
succeed, out he goes. had that is the 
way it ought to be. But these men 
were up against conditions beyond their 
control, and the greatest transportation 
expert in the world could not bring order 
out of chaos.

PERILOUS. ECONOMY. 

The Committee upon City Plan has 
dismissed all itg employés, with the 
result of endangering the future of the 
zoning pian, which has done so much 
in stabilizing real estate.

HeaTiune and Count CzeRnin, the 
Austro-Hungarian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs.

“the Allied Governments.” The Ger- 
man Chancellor was defiant and un- 
yielding. -He made no yisible approach 
to the conditions laid down by the 
Allies as essential to the conclusion of 
peace. “He took the extreme, impossi- 
ble position that the relinquishment 
by the Germans of the French terri- 
tory which they now occupy was a 
question altogether between Germany 
and France; that wes typical of his 
whole attitude. Count CzERnin, while 
he made what might have been con- 
strued as @ peace overture when he 
said that the differences between 
Austria-Hungary and the United 
States were not insuperable obstacles | 
to peace, nevertheless asserted that 
‘Austria-Hungary and Germany had a 
common cause, In saying that, he 
made von HERTLING’s position his own, 
go that the War.

Certainly, there 
has been no expression of disap- 
proval, although time and opportunity 
for that have been given.

MEXICO’S OIL WELLS. . 

If General PELAEZ, recently com- 
mander of a force of several thousand 
men in the Tampico oil district of 
Mexico, is a bandit, as some of CaR- 
RANZA’sS representatives say, he is not 
one of the ordinary kind. There is

General GoNnzALEs, 
commander of CaRRANZA’s army, is in 
sympathy with the Entente Allies, and 
would not consent to a military move- 
ment designed to harm them. 

PELAEZ was ambitious. As he said 
in the proclamation, he proposed “ to 
“extend the rule of law and order 
*“ throughout the whéle national terri- 
“tory.” His remarks about “ false 
revojutionaries " and " self-styled re- 
deemers ” were annoying to the Gov- 
ernment. And he may have sought 
to increase’ his share of the oi] réve- 
nue. It is infortunate that there has 
been a conflict of authority in the of] 
fields, but thus far there is no evi-

have been restrained. 

German propagandists in Mexico are| 
tireless. Controlling several newspa- 
pers by subsidy, and q telegraphic 
news service, they seek to convince 
Mexicans that our nation is their im- 
placable enemy, predicting aggression 
and conquest if the Allies are victori- 
ous, and protection by Germany if the 
Central Powers Wwin,.

A Government, whether it is mo- 
narchical, democratic, or socialistic, 
must exist. for certain primary pur- 
poses,-that. of protecting the life of 
the citizen, for instance. Even in this 
most elemental requirement Russia is 


day to day, and in all others is col- 
lapsing completely. No. State, social -. 
istic or other, is rising; on the con- 
trary, the only progress is toward. de- 
moraljization. The revolution is nearly 
a@ year old, and nothing is visible but 
stagnation jn construction and degen- 
eration in life. 

The Constituent Assembly had to be 
suppressed because the real life lies in 
the Soviets, we are told. Well and 
good; but the business of the Constit- 
uent Assembly was to constitute, and 
what are the Soviets constituting? 
Where is the first plank of that so- 
Peialistic edifice? Has anybody had a 
glimpse even of the saw that is to cut 
the first plank? Never before has it 
been necessary to ask such questions 
of any revolution. The French Ter- 
rorists were blood kin of the. Soviets, 
but the French Terrorists were In a 
perfect fever of construction. Much 
of it was mad, of course; but, mad or 
not, it was construction, and a good 
deal of it was sane and survived. 

The French Reign of Terror was 
fury for a purpose. There is no anal- 
ogy in Russia. The only reign of ter- 
ror there is the reign of the lawless, 
of the criminal. To call it anarchy is 
to suggest a reign of anarchists, of 
men with a social theory; but the 
Russian anarchy is the anarchy of 
dissolution. It is one of slow, pro- 
gressive degeneration of all the social 
organs, It mattered something what 
theories ROBESPIERRE and CHAUMETTE 
held, for they proceeded with wild en- 
ergy to put them into practice, to 
make laws and even religions of ther; 
but the theories the Russian factions 
hold are ignes fatul dancing over a 
miasmatic swamp. They are in mo- 
tion, but not in progress. 

Look back over the eleven months, 
and instead of seeing the slow, painful 
rise of a socialistic, State, one will see a 
continuous degeneracy. The social or- 
ganism fell dead, and the process that 
has followed with first one and then 
another of its organs is.the decay that 
sets in after death. Socialistic or not 
socialistic, the State is in a fdr more 
inefficient condition now, than it wes 
under KERENSKY, so far as the ordi- 
nary processes of life and society are 
concerned. It has fallen, step by step. 
It: is not-merely that, disorder has in- 
creased, but that not even the first 
step, socialistic or otherwise, has been 
taken to arrest ft, to put something in 
place of what was removed. 

It is perhaps.the fact that there was 
no revolution ih Russia, after all; that 
the Czardom simply ceased to function 
and died, Soclalism might have risen | o¢ 
in its place, but it has not done so; 
‘nothing-has done so. Of any kind of 
government there is, as time goes on, 
ceasing to be any considerable trace, 
so far as the ordinary relations of 
government with life are concerned; 
and if it goes on, if nothing arises, 
there will cease to be any trace of so- 
celety as an, organism. Something, of 
course, will happen before that time 
comes, but in the meantime,: Russia is 
a carcass, and. whet are laboriously 
reported to us from Petrograd as if 
they were the processes df life—-the 
wranglings of the Soviets and the like 
—are the activities of dissolution,

They wait for the signal ot deat and | 
murder; but you see, as you watch their 
faces between the gleaming bayonets, that. 
they are just men. * * * They “are not 
the kind of heroes people think they are; 
but their sacrifice is greater than can ever 
be understood by those who have not seen 
them. 

Oftener the author leaves it to the 
reader who thinks to discover for him- 
self not only the everlasting seif-qbne- 
gation of these Frenchmen but their 
unanswerable. logic in the face of the 
inevitable. Several poilus have a day's 
furlough; they go’ together to a neigh- 
boring town; they wander through the 
streets, filled with people going about 
on their various crrands. Evening 
comes on, lights shine in. the stores, 
also in the cafés. They notice a num- 
bber of young men in uniform, but with 
an emblem on the collar which indi- 
cates they will do no active service— 
the ‘“‘lucky"’ ones who have. secured 
some Government work or other that 
will keep them away from the front. 
And our poilus make bitter reflections 
as they mentally contrast their fives in 
the trenches, living in the mud and 
water in the midst of vermin, in the 
constant presence of wounds, 
and death. 

* Yonder at the front,” says: one 
pollu, *‘ there is too much misery, and 
here at the rear there is too much hep-

What they really. mean is this is 
overpowering fatigue, water up to your 
waist, mud from head to foot, filth and 
stench, dead bodies floa in flooded 
trenches. It is all.that/and not fight- 
ing in the open, brillant cavalry 
charges, and all the glamour of former 
battles, 

‘You remember,” says one poilu, 
when we went on furlough, that silly 
woman who exciaimed, ‘What a fine 
sight it must be!’ ’ “Fine?” answers the 
other, -‘‘ Ob, hell, then! Why, a cow that 
is being led to the slaughterhouse 
‘Fine!’ He spat out 
some of the liquid mud running down 
his face and again said, ‘' Fine? . Hell, 
then! but it’s got to be done!’ 

“Le Feu,” after all, in spite of its 
realistic and, no doubt, truthful presen- 
tation of modern warfare in all its 
horror, will give but cold comfort to 
American padcifists, the kind who have 
“ conseientious objections "’ to fighting: 
for they will notice that their French 
brethren, while deploring the stupidity 
and barbarity of war, take their places 
in the trenches by the side-of the work- 
man and the farmer, who, like them- 
selyes, are transformed into combatants. 
Paradoxical? Yes, ‘‘ but it has got to be 
done!"

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Ten months 
‘of the war have cost the United States 
about $7,100,000,000—at the rate of $710,- 
000,000 a month, nearly $24,000,000 a day. 
More than half of this huge sum, or 
’ $4,121,000,000, has been handed as loans 
\ to the Allies. The balance, about  §3,- 
000,000,000, represents America’s outlay 
‘for its-own war purposes, exclusive of 
more thari: $600,000,000 for ordinary Gov- 
- ernmental expenses. 

The war’s toll in money is increasing at 
the rate of more than $100,000,000 a 


/. month, and indications now are that the 


two remaining months of the nation’s 
first year as a belligerent will run its 
war bill°to nearly $10,000,000,000, of 
which $5,000,000,000 will be for allied 
loanS“and about the same amount for 
the Army, Navy, Shipping’ Board, and 
‘other war agencies. 

These figures, compiled today from the 
‘ latest available Treasury data, show 
that, although the country’s expendi- 
tures are running into totals never before 
dreamed of,-they are below official esti- 
mates. made early in: the war, Since 
War was declared, April 6, and the fiscal 
year for which estimates were made did 
not ‘begin ‘until July 1, it is difficult to 
. compare precisely the actual war cost 
with the fiscal year estimates. Most 
of ‘the war expenses have been incurred 
since’ July 1; however, and the total 
outlay Since then has been $6,500,000,000, 
in a little more than seven months, as 
“compared with estimates of $18,431, 000, - 
000 for the entire year.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—To President 
Wilson supreme authority is given 
fix railroad rates under the terms of an 
‘amendment to the Administration Rail- 
road bill adopted tgday by the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. The amendment, offered by 
Representative Thetus W. Sims, Chair- 
man of the committee, was adopted’ by 
a.vote of 8 to 5. 

Another change made in the bill, 
which will be reported tomorrow, is the 
elimination of Section 9, which gave 
railroad employes the benefit of the 
Federal Compensation act. 

Under the radical action taken by the 
House committee the Government would 
be placed’ in control of the biggest 
phase of the railroad situation. As 
reported by the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce, the bill gave the 
President authority to fix freight rates, 
subject to appeal to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission.. By the terms of 
the amendment adopted today the -com- 
mission is deprived of powers conferred 
upon it by different acts of Congress. 
Constitutional lawyers in Congress con- 
tend that the amendment is unconstitu- 
‘tional, holding: that the law giving the 
President authority to take over the 
railroads does not nullify any of the 
on of Congress except the anti-pooling 

This point was developed in the com- 

mittee. Representative Sims insisted 
that the Administration desired a free 
hand in its operation of the railroads, 
and said that without the supreme rate- 
fixing power the Director General would 
‘tbe powerless pryee rly te direct the car- 
riers. Some of the committee members 
insisted that the amendment was clearly 
unconstitutional. They declared that it 
was useless to adopt ii in committee, as 
Congress cercany would refuse to ac- 
cept it. Republican members of the 
committee registered their opposition bs 
the amendment on grounds of public 
policy, as well as the contention that it 
was unconstitutional. 

Mr. Sims, while not saying s0, gave 
the impression that the Administration 
proposed to increase railroad freight 
rates as soon as possible and that the 
amendment was sought so that there 
should be no delay. Members of the 
committee intimated that they shad 
heard that the increases would be great- 
ly in excess of the 15 per cent. advance 
for which the railroads have made ap- 
plication to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The Sims amendement reads: 

Until and except so far as the President 
sha}! from time to time otherwise order the 
rates, fares, charges, classifications, re; 
lations, and practices of carriers un er 
Federal control shall during the ported of 
Federal control continue to be and to be 
determined as hitherto, But when, in the 
i? ent of the President, it is necessary 
the public interst he may initiate rates, 
fares, charges, classifications, re estas, 
practices, or changes therein by the 
same with the Interstate Re Boy om- 
mission in such“form and suth times and 
upon guch notice as pe shall direct. All 
rates, fares, charges, classifications, regu- 
lations, and practices or- changes therein 
© ordered shall be fair, reasonable, and 
ust; and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission shall, upon complaint, make inves- 
tigation and grant -ful] hearing concerning 
the fairness, justice, and reasonableness of 
any rates, fares, charges, classifications, 
regulations, arid practices or changes 
therein so ordered by the President and 
shall make report of its findings and rec- 
ommendations concerning the same, which 
‘findings and recommendations shall be 
Tima facie be taken as correct, to the 
esident for such action as the President 
may deem required in the public interest. 

Railroad employes who may be injured 
while the railroads are under Federal 
operation are not made subject to the 

ederal Compensation act as ‘originally 
provided in the bill. By eliminating 
Section 9 \the employes have action at 
common law against the carriers, the 
same as they had when the roads were 
under private management. This section 
was stricken from the bill at the behest 
of organized labor. ]

BOXERS HELD RESPONSIBLE 


Justice Hendrick Says Participante 
Are Liable Under Law. 


The writ of habeas ‘corpus obtained 
some time ago on behalf of Packey 
Agatto,-a local preliminary boxer, was 
dismissed yesterday by Supreme Court 
Justice Hendrick. In dismissing the 
writ Justice Hendrick disregarded the 
defense set up by Agatto to the effect 
that whilé he had been a principal in 
@ poxing exhibition hé was unaware of 
the fact that an admisSsion fee was 
charged to the bout, as the police com- 
plaint in the case alleged. 

Justice Hendrick declared that it was 
immaterial whether or not. participants 
in bouts were ignorant of the conditions 
under which they were held, and added 
that it is.in the province of the Legis- 
lature to determine in the interest of 
the public what shall be permitted: or 
In dismissing the writ, he 


‘S When a man participates in a spar- 
ring: match it seems to me quite reason-. 
able to presume that he must know 
whether or not he /s giving the exhibi- 
tion gratis or whether he receives com- 
pensation. If the latter, it is only a 
step to the .presumption that he must 
know the sources from which the money 
is received. .If there is no admission 
fee no offense.is committed. If there 
is a fee then it is so nearly a part of 
the exhibition as to rendér the partici- 
pants amenable to the penalty pre- 
scribed. 

“I am of the opinion that it is com- 
petent for the Legislature in the exer- 
cise of police power to o rohibit any act 
tending to a breach of the peace. Spar- 
ring in itself is not inherently wrong. 
The Legislature has not undertaken to 
declare it so. Nor is sparring given as 
an exhibition for money malum in se. 
But, in the judgment of the Legisla- 
ture, it tends to corrupt the public mor- 
als, and for that reason it is prohibited. 
The act is prohibited because the Legis- 
lature belitves public and private life 
is healthier without it. The act is 
punishable and not the intent. It is 
immaterial, therefore, whether or not 
Larticipants are ignorant of the con-

tetas. Harry “Sparrow of the 
Yankees started for Flofida yesterday 
where he will try to regain. the health 
which he has. lost during the last few 
weeks of New York's frigid weather. 
With Sparrow gone; Manager Miller 
, Huggins ‘took up the reins of govern- 
ment and discovered. that he was with- 
out a ball club. Th® Yankee players 
have -been\ more’ backward than ever 
before about returning their contracts, 
which were sent out several weeks ago, 
so the new Yankee leader spent the day 
‘sending out letters reminding his ‘slum- 
bering talent to get busy and invest a 
little in pen and ink and_ postage 
stamps. — 

Only a few of the players‘on the New 
York club have holdover contracts and, 


while there have been no definite cases |. 


of holdouts, no contracts have come in 
from the regular players and it is 
getting along close to the time when 
Huggins must complete his arrange- 
ments for the Spring training trips. 
Just why the Yankee players. are so 
tardy about signing this season is diffi- 
cult to understand. It is: believed that 
some of them are waiting to see if 
they will be taken in the ‘draft. ; 

Huggins stated that the only con- 
tracts which have been returned were 
from a few of the recruit players, but 
no information has come from New 
York headquarters about the documents 
whic were sent to the regular play- 
ers. Manager Huggins stated that he 
was glad to get the services of Paddy 
O’Connor, to act as coach for the young 
pitchers.

second coldest day inthe history of 
tMis city so-far as its records show. 
The lowést' temperature was reported at 
7 o'clock in the morning, when the 
mercury stood at 7 degrees below zero, 
and it hung aroung that point until 
noon. Additional discomfort was oc- 
casioned by 4*‘thirty-five mile’ wind out 
o? the-\Northwest, which penetrated 
through overcoats and sweaters, and 
piled up ice in the harbor .so that for 
a time there was a ‘practical embargo 
on shipping. Six persons were reported 
to. the police as having been ovyeréome 
by the cold. Great South Bay was 
frozen over for the first time in forty 
years.

TO MANAGE PROPERTIES 
OF DANGEROUS ALIENS 


President by Proclamation Paves 
Way for Seizure of Holdings 
of Interned Teutons. - 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—President 
Wilson issued a proclamation today in- 
cluding. under the term’of, ‘‘ enemy ”’ in 
the Trading with the Enemy act all alien 
enemies who have been permanently in- 
terned by the War Department. 

The purpose of the proclamation is to 
enable A. Mitchell Palmer, the Alien 
Property .Custodian, to take over’ and 
manage the property of alien enemies of 
large means who have been permanently 
interned, and to eliminate any .possibil- 
ity of their carrying on from the intern- 
ment camps trading activities which 
might be-inimical to the interests of the 
United States. 

The proclamation fs limited to a small 
class of alien enemies, and does not in- 
clude in its scope an alien énemy under 
arrest in a local jail who has not been 


transferred to the War.Department, nor 
an‘alien enemy already released on pa- 
role, nor the great body of alien ene- 
mies subject to regulation by the Presi- 
dent under the power conferred by the 
Revised Statutes. 

It was explained, in conection with 
the issuance of the proclamation, that 
the Government does not intend to in- 
terfere with-the Pe ae of the ordinary 
alien’ enemy and that the proclamation 
is ‘strictly limited in its operation to 
those who have been fourfd to be danger- 
ous and who have been transferred to 
aoe aban ea sate for permanent de- 
ention.
